GOVERNOR..OF HUPEH 
IS “VICTIM. 


Shanghai, Oct, 25, - 

According to a Wuchang message, 
General Yong Yung-tal, Chairman 
of the Hupeh Provincinl Govern- 
ment, who is gencrolly considered to 
be sympathetle to the Joponese, has 
-been assassinated, 

Six. shots two of which found their 
mark, were, fired‘at Alm -while 
he was crossing tho river from Wu- 
chang to Hanyang, ofter ottending 
luncheon at the home of the United 
States Consul at Hankow. At the 
time of the attack he was . waiting 
on the fotty on the Hankow slde. 

He died within a few minutes 
in: the Japanese Hospital ~ to 
which he was removed after the out- 
rage, rtp

described ns a:'Chinese military oM-

Oficial Report ste 
:. Hankow, Oct, 25. 

According to on officlnl: com- 
munique {ssucd by the Hupeh Pro- 
vinclat Government this afternoon 
Mr. Yong Yung-tal was nssassinated 
while leaving his motor car, Two 
shots were flred, one penctrating his 
chest. Ho dicd at 3,37 p.m. 

The alleged assassin who gave 
his name nas Chen Yin-nan, |s a 
natlva of Szechwan. 

According to the Pollec he .ad- 
mitted that he was the assassin, 
stating that he hod waited at the 
wharf for about half an hour and 
when Mr, Yang walked on to the 
ferry wharf he ran up and shot him 
ot point blank range. 

The motive for the assassination is 
believed to be political—Wah Kin 
Yat Po. x 

General Yong Yung-tal was ap- 
pointed Governor of Hupch Inst De- 
cember ns the successor of General 
Chang Chun on the Intter's appoint- 
ment to be Forcign Minister. At 
the time of his appointment to 
Hupeh, General Yang Yung-tal was 
Chiet Secretary of Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek in Nanchang, 

The Inte General Yang Yung-tal 
was 56 years old and was-a native 
of Maoming, Kwangtung. He had 
been associated with the Republican 
Government in China aince 1913, 
when he was elected to China's par- 
Mament.. In the years 1916 and 1922 
he was senator representing Canton 
and in 1920 he was Canton's Civil 
Governor. 

For some years after his resigna- 
tion from the Canton — Civil 
Governorship he was o resident in 
Hongkong, where he was associated 
with many local Chinese merchants. 
He reemerged into politics again in 
1930 ns the Counsellor of the Nation- 
at Government in Nanking. This 
post he held until 1932, Between 
January 1933 and December 1935 he 
wos .Marshal Chiang Kal-shek’s 
Chief Secretary ot the Nanchang ond 
Wuchang Headquarters. ig 

In recerit years he beenme | the 
Gencralissimo's most trusted ‘secre- 
tary and he gained much publicity 
last July and August os the reputed 
author-of the Gencralissimo’s. pro- 
gramme which brought. about the 
subjugation. of Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi without bloodshed: 

His name was mentioned in news-

What docs the man. barn blind 
dream of? Does ine’ “see” 
dreams, or are only ‘those senses 


“As boys, Andrew Swan and I used, 
to go boating on the Clyde together. 
Andrew went to sea. For about 30 
years I heard nothing of him. I 
thought he was dead, Then one St. 
Andrew’s Day a few years ago, with- 
out any sort. of warning, he: turned 
up on my doofstep at Letchworth, 
sending in his birth certificate to 
prove his identity. I invited him in, 
afterwards obtained lodgings 
for him in Letchworth. Bit by bit 1 
got his story from him. ;

be conscious of the idca. that one js 
blind. At the same time, one is able 
to sce every detall perfectly. 

Another man blinded in

Chicago, Oct. 20. 
Maj. Irene Peyron of the Salva- 
tion Army, only woman ever to 
visit Devil's Island, expressed 
hope that the French government 
will hasten its plans for abolish- 
ing the notorious penal, colony. 


“The hopelessness and de- 
pravity of .the prisoners, com- 
bined with the devastating 
climate,” Maj. Pey-on said, her 
grey eyes shining with tears, 
“Ied_ us ‘to recommend: gnidual 
abolishment on the colony. 
While many external improve- 
ments have been made in recent 
years, it ‘is still a horrible 
Iplace fae er 

Major Meyron, whose father made 
an extensive study of the colony, 
spent three months there by special 
dispensation of the. French govern~ 
ment. The government, she sald, 
has announced | its intention of 
abolishing the colony. .She reported}. 
her observations before the Ameri+ 
can Prison Association's 66th Annual 
congress, 

“Many times prisoners told me 
they engaged me in a conversation 
just to hear a womnn’s voice,” Maj, 
Peyron said. “Wives of Adminis- 
trators never enter the prison camps 
and no women prisoners have been 
sent there in 20 yeurs.”

careful consideration the preparation of a plan which, 
while identical in its main purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry with it an assurance of 
immediate practical success and of popular acceptance. 
The scheme which has emerged is that Government 
shoutd preserve for public parks with children’s play- 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria and the other 
in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin congested 
districts, and any possible doubts as to their potential 
recreative and hygienic value will be appeals dispelled 
by an evening visit to the existing outhorn Playing 
Ground at Wantsal. ; . ; 


The area selected for Victoria is the beautiful 
garden of the present Government Civil Hopital, which 
will no longer, be required when the Queen Mary Hospital 
opens next year, . The Maternity Block an Medical 

- Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and (if funds permit} 
tor a paddling pool, without encroachment on the fine 
lawn that already exists. The many lovely trees, which 
luckily escaped mutilation by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be preserved in any future layout. 


In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unalienated 
space at the Northern end of Canton Road just before 
it joins Jordan Road. It contains at present some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levelled 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done here than at the Civil Hospital, but there is 
no reason why an equally useful and pleasant result 
should not emerge. If, however, this area can be 
exchanged for one-even more suitable the Government 
will consider such an exchange, : : 


The Government's contribution to the scheme will 
be the preservation of these areas as open spaces, their 
preparation’ and equipment depending ‘upon public 
subscription. The erection of commemorative. arches 
or gates, as under the Home Scheme, would, doubtless 
meet with general approval but (although tentative 
sketch-plans are being got out) the local Scheme is not 
yet tied to any sct design. All subscriptions will be 
handed over to the Urban Council, and with them will 
lie the responsibility of getting the. fullest value ‘for 
moncy in the lay-out, equipment and beautificatian of 
both areas. It is considered that future maintenance 

‘ would be a fair charge on urban revenues and voluntary 
subscriptions. will therefore be utilised entircly on initial 
development. “

The loyalty of n motor-man in the 
employ of the Hongkong Tramways,
